None of the letters, which were 
taken from the British ships by 
American privateers and naval 
vessels in the War of 1812, had 
been opened since their writers 
gepied them, until Mr. Robinson 
examined one of them. It was a 
private letter from a British col-

The unopened letters were found 
by the historical section of the 
Navy, which ie making 4 rear- 
rangement of its files.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The 
relative position to be assigned to 
aircraft as a weapon in the na- 


tional defense organization, is to 
be given still further study by Con- 


ress. 

While the House Naval Commit- 
tee today pressed forward with its 
inquiry to determine the potential 
war power of dirigibles, the House 
Military Committee decided to 
open hearings next week on 4% 
number of bille proposing reviaion 
of the defense system to sccord 
aviation greater recognition. | 

Specifically, the Military Com- 
mittee will seek testimony Tues- 
day on a bill by Representative 
Hill, Republican, Maryland, to cre- 
ate a department of national de- 
fense tn which land, sea and air 
activities would have co-equal 
status. Secretary Davis of the 
War Department has been asked 
by the committee to present his 
views on the proposal.

With the exception of Senato 
Johnson, who seems to be going 
through all the maneuvers of a 
drowning man reaching for a 
straw, the Senators who are mem- 
bers of the committee continue to 
express guarded comments as to 
possible effect of the Work plan 
on contemplated legislation. 

In so far as the Work plan and 
t Swing-Johnson plan contemp- 
no a high dam at Boulder Can- 
yon or Black Canyon, and the 
consequent storage of water and 
the development of power, they are 
similar, but otherwise the proposals 
of the Secretary of the Interior are 
not by any means the same as the 
Swing-Johnson scheme, 

In fact, there is such a wide dit- 
ference on certain fundamental 
facts, including ratification of a 
six-State compact, modification and 
financing of the all-American 
canal project, and various other 
phases of development that it is 
suggested by members of the com- 
mittee that neither plan will be 
approved.

Navy Plane Collapse Hurls Flyers to Spectacular 
Death in Waters of Bay —

SAN DIEGO, Jan. 14.—Lieut. Frederick G. Kahn, 26 years of age, 
attached to the U.8.8.

Before the horrified eyes of hun- 
dreds of spectators the two men 
plunged to their death in the wa- 
ters of San Diego Bay, crashing 
but a few hundred yards astern of 
the naval fuel steamer Neches. As 
the crippled plane fell, the 
crumpled upper wing sheared off, | 
permitting the ship to roll over 
and over with amazing rapidity 
until it crashed with a terrific roar 
into the waters of the bay.

Barely a min- 
ute elapsed before scores of craft 
were rushing to the rescue.

Doherty Announces. New 


Principle Concerning Part 


of Gas in Pools; May Triple Output

With the exception of the new production in South America, the 
petroleum industry in the United States has enjoyed a welcome respite 
in the last few months from the fear of new flush production. The 
facts that no new important flelds have been discovered in this country 
and that the South American production ie under the thumb of the 
conservative Standard Oi) interests seem to have encouraged a feeling 
of security throughout the industry. Perhaps it is well to remember, 
however, that this state of mind does not take into account the pos- 


concerning the recovery of oll, or 


the Invention of devices to locate underground pools. 


by the Chemica! Foundation stated, 
the research experts are constant- 
ly developing new processes and 
methods that frequently transform 
the operations of important indus- 
tries. Along this line, Henry L. 
Doherty, head of the Cities Serv- 
ice Company and well known engl 
neer, announced early this month 
in a letter to the Federal on com- 
mission that certain discoveries by 
him may revolutionize the meth- 
ods of recovering crude ofl as it 
now exists In underground pools. 
In some cases, he estimates that 
there are more than ten barrels of 
oll in the sands for every barrel 
recovered by ordinary methods of 
flowing and pumping. 


WILL STABILIZE PRICE 


While it ts not likely that Mr. 
Doherty’s discoveries will incite a 
new era of heavy production, it is 
possible that new methods of re- 
covery will tend to stabilize the 
price of oil and definitely remove 
the fears of a shortage for many 
years to come. Ik it is possible to 
triple the output of many wells by 
new methods of recovery, as his 
communication states, it may be 
that the regulation of production 
by this means will place the indus- 
try on a much sounder basis than 
it has ever had. 

Moreover, it would appear that 
the production of ofl will then de- 
velop into a business for the big 
companies, provided, of course, that 
new fields of importance are not 
discovered. By the unit develop- 
ment of pools, Mr. Doherty states 
that the waste of gas will be elimi- 
nated and the life of the pool pro- 
longed. Small operators are not 
concerned, as a rule, with anything 
but the production of oil in the 
shortest possible space of time. 


CONDITION DIFFERENT 
News diepatches carried the 
brief announcement of Mr. Do- 


herty’s disclosures to the Federal 
Oil Commission. The copy of his 
letter, however, carries fuller de- 
tails, but does not outline the 
methods by which oil will be re- 
covered under the Doherty plan, 
which are kept confidential until 
a later date. The principle devel- 
oped by his research is that oll as 
it exists underground is a totally 
different condition from the oil 
after it has been raised above 
ground. 


sion, showed that oil in a virgin 
pool is much more fluid, because o 
dissolved gas, than where it has 
been raised to the surface and re- 
duced to atmospheric pressure. 
While in this liquid state, the ol! 
flows more readily through the 
sands and has little tendency to 
adhere to the sands.

Production in Past Tour Over 
900,000,000 Pounds 


Huge Quantity Necessary for 
Perishable Movement 


Road Orders 1000 Additional 
Cars for This Season 


If the 3,000,000 cakes of ice, ag- 
gregating 900,000,000 pou man- 
ufactured in 1925 by the eight 
plants of the Santa Fe coast lines 
to protect California perishable 
shipmerfts, were sawed in half 
lengthwise and placed side by side 
they would duplicate the rails of 
the Santa Fe system from Los An- 
geles to Chicago, or a distances of 
2225 miles, Put in another way, it 


would require a building approxi-. 


mately nineteen and one-half times 
the size of The Times Building, or 
22,400,000 cubic feet of floor space, 
to store this quantity of ice, 


These startling figures were given 
yesterday in a statement by L. J. 
Prather, general agent of the San- 
ta Fe refrigerator department. Mr. 
Prather said: 

“Statements are often presented 
showing a startling array of figures 
representing the tonnage of Cali- 
fornia produce or the number of 
carloads handied, but few go be- 
hind the bare facts to convey any 
idea of the Immense amount of tn- 
tensive effort and preparation nec- 
essary to meet the problem present- 
ed in properly moving the crops of 
the Southwest, end especially Call- 
fornia.” |

3000 miles away. To assist in han- 
dling the 309 carloads from Cali- 
fornia the Santa Fe Railway, has 
invested many millions of dollars in 
refrigerators on wheels. 

The refrigerator cars are of the 
most expensive kind of freight 
equipment, thoroughly insulated 
and capable of carrying from five 
to six tons of ice in bunkers at all 
times. Being made for one purpose 
only, they are not much used for 
other than the carrying of season- 
able perishable crops. From $25,- 
000,000 to $35,009,900 worth of this 
equipment is stored idie for sev- 
eral months out of the year in or- 
der to proverly protect California 
crap movements. 

In the San Joaquin Valley, the 
ice department of the Santa Fe 
operates ſee- manufacturing and 
storage plants at Stockton, River- 
bank, Fresno and Bakersfield. 
These plants can store at one time 


when it closed down. 


55,000 tons of ice. In Southern 


California plants are located at, 


Los Angeles and San Bernardino 
with plants at Needles and Win- 
slow, Ariz., for re-icing of shipments 
in transit. The total storage of 
these eight plants is more than 
100,000 tons of ice, or 200,000,000 
pounds. 

The city of Los Angeles uses for 
domestic consumption about two 
pounds of ice a day per person, 
or on the basis of 1,250,000 popu- 
lation, the city consumption would 
average around 2,500,000 pounds a 
day. The tonnage of ice supplied 
by the Santa Fe plants tn the short 
season they are operated would 
more than supply all the require- 
ments of the city of Los Angeles. 
During part of the past season. the 
Santa Fe ice plants in Northern 
California alone delivered each day 
more ice than was used in all 
California for domestic purposes. 

“The Santa Fe refrigerator de- 
partment has ordered for 1926 de- 
livery, 1000 of the most modern 
type refrigerator cars, delivery of 
which will be made prior to next 
fall's heavy grape movement,” Mr. 
Prather sald. “When these cars 
are received the Santa Fe will have 
18.600 refrigerators in first-class 
condition. suitable for the safe 
transportation of perishables from 
California to eastern aarkets.”

“Why not pass some ot the war debt 
burden on to the next generation?“ This 
question, carrying with it a seductive sug- 
gestion, is asked in various forms by the 
Democratic and mongrel opposition in Con- 
gress. Those who propose such a system 
argue that if the national debt were to be 
paid of more slowly taxes would be lower. 
A good reply to this suggestion appears 
in the current issue of the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post: “We are not so poor that we 
need to pass on to the next generation a 
debt of this generation in order to run a 
decent government for this generation.” 
Pay as you go is a good Anglo-Saxon 
maxim. A business that is run continually 
on borrowed money generally goes under 
when confronted by a financial and indus- 
trial crisis. A sound business policy re- 


rapidly as possible, that a close watch shall 
be kept on expansion wholly on borrowed 
money. This maxim applies with equal po- 
tency to governments. France's present 


| financial condition is in part the result of 


a policy that had been pursued for fifteen 
years before the World War. During that 
whole period the French government, al- 
ready tainted with Socialism, did not col- 


to # | ect enough annually in taxes to pay the 


annual expense of government. A system 
of borrowing came into vogue; and it was 
not difficult for the government to borrow 
because French national bonds were then 
considered a good investment by French 
taxpayers. 
When the war came the government was 
already carrying a heavy bonded debt; and 
when the war was over the French taxpay- 
ers insisted that the government should 
continue its borrowing program, because it 
made taxes lighter. But the time has come 
when no lenders appear; and France must 
now meet the installments on the money 
borrowed before the war, during the war 
and during the years of reconstruction. The 
present generation must pay, in addition to 
its own debts, those incurred by a genera- 
tion that has passed. The debts of the 
fathers are visited on the second and third 

At the present time our national govern- 
ment is discharging the national debt at the 
rate of about $800,000,000 yearly. The Dem- 
ocrats and mongrels of the opposition pro- 
pose that these payments shall be cut in 
half, and aver that taxes would thus be low- 
ered. But when one observes the readiness 
with which this same opposition votes for 
appropriations of doubtful public utility one 
discovers that the only result would be that 
the money which now redeems national 
bonds would go into the pork barrel. 

As the Saturday Evening Post points out, 
“Twenty billion dollars paid out means sub- 
stantially 320,000,000, 0 more productive 
capital. This is the prime reason for our 
rapid rate of payment of the national debt.” 

The argument that we should not pay off 
the debt any faster than our debtor nations 
are discharging their debt to us is wholly 
fallacious. Why should we imitate the er- 
rors of our debtors? Much wiser is it to 
profit by their mistakes. 

Millions of fathers and mothers in this 
country are now producing and saving in 
order to provide a competence for their 
sons and daughters. What regard do we 
have for a father who contracts debts for 
an unborn son to pay? Yet that is the 
policy we would pursue if we permitted the 
opposition in Congress to defeat the pres- 
ent budget policy of the administration. It 
may sound plausible to say that we fought 
the World War for the sake of our pos- 
terity; but the fact is that we took part in 
that struggle to preserve what was then, 
and is now, our own. We refused to ac 
cept military dictation from another people. 
That did not concern our sons and daugh- 
ters as immediately as it concerned our- 
selves. 

Pay as you go is the American plan. Let 
each generation limit its expenditures to 
its actual income. Leaving the debts of 
one generation as a legacy to the next ts a 
policy that ie not likely to cause our sons 
and grandsons to hold us in grateful mem- 
ory.

„I cannot say at this time what 
my position will be because 1 do 
not know exactly what the grand 
jury has in mind,” Mr. Keyes said 
last night when told by the news- 
paper men of the proposed plan.

Based on the law of supply and 
demand, it is reasonable to expect 
that this state of affairs will re- 
sult in increased prices for this 
year’s petroleum producton, as 
well as for any crude that may be 
withdrawn from storage. Such 
price increases will be beneficial to 
all of us; there shoud be more

It is estimated that 
the reserve of oil which can be 
produced from the present proven 
producing areas, by common meth- 
ods of flowing and aes is 
more than 2,000,000,000 barrels. 

“Caufornia wells are extraord!i- 
narily long-lived; after the fret 
decline of peak production, the 
curve flattens and year after year 
oll is produced with but slight 
diminution. Looking over a list 
of twenty-five California districts 
from which oil has been produced, 
there ‘s not one which has yet 
been entirely drained, though some 
are more than forty years of age. 
The great Los Angeles oll basin 
will be an important factor in sup- 
plying our needs for n to 
come.” 


RAILROAD OUTLAY
